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Guidelines  and  Procedures 


The  Mary  Duke  Biddle  Foundation  was 
established  as  a  trust  under  the  laws  of  the  state 
of  New  York  on  September  14,  1956.  Its  primary 
purposes  are  to  further  and  extend  Mrs.  Biddle’s 
lifelong  interests  in  religious,  educational,  and 
charitable  activities  in  the  states  of  New  York 
and  North  Carolina. 

In  the  Trust  Agreement,  Mrs.  Biddle  specified 
that: 

Trustees  expend  at  least  one-half  for  relig¬ 
ious,  scientific,  literary,  medical  research,  or 
educational  purposes  at  Duke  University. 

Trustees  give  consideration  to  Duke 
Memorial  Methodist  Church,  Durham,  N.C.; 
Christ  Church,  Methodist,  New  York,  N.Y.; 
Irvington  Presbyterian  Church,  Irvington, 
N.Y. 

Trustees  give  consideration  to  other  relig¬ 
ious,  charitable,  scientific,  literary,  or  edu¬ 
cational  organizations,  so  long  as  they  are 
nonprofit,  tax-exempt,  and  are  needy  and 
worthy  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees. 

The  Foundation  does  not  make  grants  to  indi¬ 
viduals.

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Foreword 


Since  its  founding  in  1956,  the  Mary  Duke  Bid¬ 
dle  Foundation  has  contributed  over  $12.6 
million  to  educational,  cultural,  community,  and 
religious  causes  in  New  York  and  North  Carolina. 
In  making  these  grants,  the  trustees  have  been 
guided  by  the  wishes  of  the  founder,  Mary  Duke 
Biddle;  we  are  stewards  of  her  beneficence.  At  the 
same  time,  we  have  been  grateful  that  Mrs.  Bid¬ 
dle’s  foresight  allowed  for  changing  needs  and 
times;  for  innovation,  creativity,  diversity. 

As  a  foundation  of  moderate  size,  facing  always 
a  range  of  meritorious  requests  far  in  excess  of 
funds  available,  trustees  have  sought  conscien¬ 
tiously  to  grant  funds  where  they  would  do  the 
most  good.  Seed  monies,  grants  to  leverage  other 
funds,  last-minute  grants — all  these  are  part  of 
the  program.  Because  we  are  a  small  board  (Mrs. 
Biddle  stipulated  no  less  than  five  and  no  more 
than  seven  members),  we  are  able  to  work  close¬ 
ly  together,  to  talk  frequently,  to  watch  grants 
and  projects  as  they  develop,  and  to  monitor 
results. 

This  is  a  family  foundation;  and  there  is, 
perhaps  because  of  that,  a  distinct  warmth  and 
caring  about  its  processes  as  well  as  its  relations 
with  grantees.  The  Foundation’s  interest  in 
private  institutions  and  the  arts  does  not 
manifest  itself  in  elitist  causes.  Quite  the  con¬ 
trary.  The  familial  concern  which  Mrs.  Biddle 
demonstrated  throughout  her  life  has  been  car¬ 
ried  over  into  the  proceedings  of  the  board  and 
to  the  projects  they  fund. 

This  report  contains  brief  descriptions  of 
grants  to  such  established  institutions  as  the 
Metropolitan  Opera,  Duke  University,  and  Boy’s 
Harbor.  But  it  also  presents  information  on  fun¬ 
ding  for  the  Black  Artists  Guild  of  Kinston,  N.C., 
Jobs  for  Youth  of  New  York  City,  and  the  Hayti 
Development  Corporation  of  Durham,  an  inner- 
city  revitalization  organization. 


Trustees  of  the  Mary  Duke  Biddle  Fbundation 
look  to  the  comparatively  unfettered  creativity 
of  private  institutions  as  they  seek  to  address 
public  problems.  They  look  to  projects  where  a 
relatively  small  grant  can  make  a  difference. 
They  look  to  the  arts  as  essential  expressions  of 
the  rich  diversity  of  the  human  spirit.  It  is  my 
pleasure  and  privilege  to  serve  as  chairman  of 
a  board  which  exemplifies  such  a  philosophy  and 
works  so  diligently  to  carry  it  out. 

As  chairman,  it  is  my  sad  duty  to  report  the 
death  of  William  R.  O’Connor  on  May  24,  1983. 
He  joined  the  Fbundation  at  its  inception  in  1956 
and  served  with  loyalty  and  distinction  as  both 
assistant  secretary  and  assistant  treasurer  and 
more  recently  as  trustee.  The  Resolution  of  the 
Board,  taken  at  its  June  meeting,  appears  on 
page  21  of  this  report. 

In  other  action,  the  Board  regretfully  accepted 
the  resignation,  in  August,  of  trustee  D.  Chase 
Troxell.  At  its  December  meeting,  the  board 
elected  a  new  trustee,  Mr.  Thomas  S.  Kenan,  III, 
of  Chapel  Hill,  N.C.  Mr.  Kenan’s  broad  experience 
in  the  arts,  education,  and  philanthropy  will  be 
a  most  welcome  addition  to  our  work. 

We  closed  1983  with  a  total  of  $783,581  in  ap¬ 
proved  grants— each  of  them  distinct  and  special, 
each  the  result  of  careful  thought  and  delibera¬ 
tion.  We  approach  the  future  with  vigorous  deter¬ 
mination  to  continue  this  strong  philanthropic 
tradition.

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Accomplishments 


The  breadth  of  accomplishment  in  1983  far 
outweighs  the  dollar  value  of  grants  awarded.  A 
grant  of  $7,500  to  Independent  Curators,  Incor¬ 
porated,  helped  match  a  $24,000  sum  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts.  A  $2,000 
grant  to  the  Western  Piedmont  Symphony  pro¬ 
vided  funding  for  one  player— but  that  one  player 
completed  the  orchestra.  A  grant  of  $5,000  to 
the  Winston-Salem  Foundation  bridged  a  gap  in 
funding  to  enable  continuation  of  a  vibrant  com¬ 
munity  music  program.  In  each  of  these  cases, 
the  accomplishment  of  the  Mary  Duke  Biddle 
Foundation  was  in  its  ability  to  extend,  enlarge, 
or  complete  support  for  a  good  project.  The  real 
accomplishments,  however,  are  not  those  of  the 
foundation,  but  rather  those  of  the  grantees. 

The  grantees  are  the  people  with  dreams  and 
hopes:  with  carefully  developed  plans,  miniscule 
budgets,  and  seemingly  endless  willingness  to  do 
plain,  hard  work.  In  highlighting  various  achieve¬ 
ments  of  1983,  the  Foundation  seeks  to  promote 
and  extend  some  of  the  many  fine  projects  of  our 
grantees.  The  Foundation  is  sometimes  a 
catalyst,  frequently  an  enabler,  rarely  a  partner. 
The  Foundation  is  in  the  wings;  the  grantees  are 
center-stage.

Grants  to  Duke  University 


In  accordance  with  Mrs.  Biddle’s  wishes, 
trustees  appropriated  slightly  more  than  half  of 
the  year’s  grants  to  Duke— for  music,  art,  med¬ 
icine,  and  educational  programs.  In  the  medical 
center,  we  supported  scholarships,  a  family 
counseling  lectureship  for  the  Department  of 
Psychiatry,  and  start-up  funds  for  research  and 
planning  toward  establishing  a  major  piece  of 
sculpture  in  the  foyer  of  the  new  Duke  Hospital 
North. 

In  the  university,  the  Foundation  continued  its 
long-standing  assistance  to  the  music  depart¬ 
ment  by  providing  salary  support,  funding  for 
the  Gina  Bachauer  Master  Classes  in  Piano,  and 
scholarship  and  fellowship  grants  in  com¬ 
position.

A  total  of  $28,200  was  awarded  to  Duke’s  new 
Institute  of  the  Arts,  an  interdisciplinary  pro¬ 
gram  which  coordinates  and  encourages  perfor¬ 
mance  in  all  the  arts — and  does  so  in  conjunction 
with  historical,  theoretical,  and  analytical 
studies. 

The  Fbundation  was  delighted  to  learn  that 
Duke  had  been  selected  as  a  principal  site  of  the 
1984  British  American  Festival,  a  state-wide 
observance  of  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  set¬ 
tlement  of  North  Carolina.  A  two-week  celebra¬ 
tion  in  June  included  lectures,  discussions, 
drama,  films,  and  other  historical  and  cultural 
observances.  Bringing  it  all  together  was  the 
premiere  performance  of  an  opera  by  Iain 
Hamilton  entitled  “Raleigh’s  Dream.”  Supported 
in  part  by  a  $2  5,000  grant  from  the  Fbundation, 
the  new  work  added  rich  dimension  to  the 
Festival,  as  well  as  to  the  canon  of  American 
music  through  40  projected  performances  in  the 
N.C.  public  schools. 


Grants  for  Music  and  Cultural  Arts 


In  1983,  the  Fbundation  granted  over  $195,000 
for  this  important  area  of  its  work.  In  honor  of 
the  100th  anniversary  of  the  Metropolitan 
Opera,  a  special  grant  of  $5,000  was  awarded  for 
its  Centennial  Campaign.  Another  special  grant, 
also  in  New  York,  was  awarded  to  Columbia 
University’s  American  Assembly  for  a  sym¬ 
posium  on  our  nation’s  arts  policy  in  the  light  of 
new  governmental  philosophy. 

The  Concert  Artists  Guild  of  New  York  received 
a  grant  of  $5,000  to  help  present  a  concert  of 
Erich  Korngold’s  music.  Komgold,  a  major  com¬ 
poser  whose  work  was  banned  by  the  Nazis,  is 
perhaps  best  known  for  his  film  scores,  which 
have  won  two  Academy  Awards.  His  classical 
music  has  been  too-long  neglected  and  the 
concert,  featuring  Duke  graduate  Steven 
Kimbrough,  will  include  Korngold’s  art  songs  and 
several  unpublished  works. 

In  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  a  grant  to  the 
Black  Artists  Guild 
of  Kinston  will  pro¬ 
vide  support  for 
concerts  by  singer 
Marilyn  Thompson, 
who  will  center 
her  performances 
around  black  music 
in  the  classical 
idiom. 

In  the  visual  arts, 
a  $5,000  grant  to 
the  Winston-Salem 
Arts  Council  lent 
support  to  mount¬ 
ing  an  extraordi¬ 
nary  quilt  exhibit. 

Featured  in  the  New  York  Times,  the  exhibit  has

won  accolades  for  the  quality  of  its  pieces  and  for 
the  overall  presentation  of  the  collection. 

The  performing  arts  received  a  number  of  note¬ 
worthy  grants.  One  of  the  most  exciting  was  a 
$10,000  award  to  the  Festival  Foundation  of  New 
York  to  help  underwrite  the  North  Carolina  Dance 
Theatre’s  performance  of  Menotti’s  “The  Unicom, 
The  Gorgon,  and  The  Manticore”  at  Spoleto,  U.S.A. 

Another  highlight  in  the  performing  arts  was 
a  $5,000 grant  to  the  North  Carolina  Shakespeare 
Festival.  Based  in  High  Point,  this  vigorous  troupe 
provides  excellent  performances  in  several  loca¬ 
tions  as  well  as  offering  workshops  and  consulta¬ 
tions  throughout  the  state.

Grants  for  Education 


While  all  the  grants  to  Duke  University  may  be 
considered  “grants  for  education,”  the  Founda¬ 
tion  separates  those  awards  because  of  the 
founder’s  wish  that  at  least  half  the  Foundation's 
total  grants  be  made  to  Duke.  Therefore,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  those  awards,  assistance  totaling  $68,000 
was  provided  in  1983  to  a  number  of  educational 
institutions— among  them  were:  Meredith  Col¬ 
lege  for  a  new  organ;  Guilford  College  for  renova¬ 
tion  of  the  library;  Peace  College  for  the  drama 
department;  Brevard  College  for  its  music 
library;  and  North  Carolina  Wesleyan  College  for 
the  Chapel  Fund.

Center  sponsors  tin  arts  festival  for  the  handicapped. 

This  category  of  grants,  while  receiving  a 
relatively  modest  total  of  $26,500  in  1983,  pro¬ 
vided  some  excellent  examples  of  new  ideas  and 
fresh  approaches  to  old  problems.  The  Human 
Resources  Center  of  New  York  received  a  $5,000 
grant  for  an  arts  festival.  The  innovative  aspect 
of  this  program  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  Center 
employs  only  handicapped  persons.  While  there 
are  already  some  special  arts  festivals  for  the 
handicapped  (and  even  these  are  “innovative”), 
they  are  organized  by  others.  This  project  will  be 
arranged,  produced,  and  coordinated  by  the 
Center’s  own  handicapped  employees. 
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Tteamwork .  .  .Participants  in  the  Human  Resource  Center’s 
festival  work  together;  not  only  as  artists,  but  also  as  planners 
and  coordinators. 

In  North  Carolina,  Triangle  Hospice  was  award¬ 
ed  a  $2,500  grant  to  assist  in  its  program  of  care 
for  the  terminally  ill.  The  Hospice  philosophy, 
which  deals  with  both  the  patient  and  the  fami¬ 
ly,  affirms  life  even  as  it  provides  counseling  and 
support  for  those  who  must  face  death. 


Grants  for  Aid  to  Community

In  New  York,  the  Foundation  provided  support 
to  Boy’s  Harbor,  a  program  in  which  Mrs.  Biddle 
showed  great  interest.  Devoted  to  the  rehabilita¬ 
tion  of  troubled  boys,  this  enlightened  organiza¬ 
tion  maintains  contact  with  its  “graduates”  in¬ 
to  manhood.  Jobs  for  Youth,  in  New  York,  also 
received  a  special  grant  of  $5,000  to  support  its 
efforts  to  find  employment  for  disadvantaged 
youngsters. 
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In  Durham,  performing  arts  have  an  elegant 
new-old  home — thanks  to  the  cooperative  efforts 
of  the  City,  the  Historic  Preservation  Society  of 
Durham,  and  the  untiring  work  of  volunteer 
leadership.  Rescuing  the  once-grand  Carolina 
Theatre  from  its  “modernized”  state  and  its  X- 
rated  movies  required  dollars,  stamina,  and  a  lot 
of  physical  labor.  The  Foundation  was  delighted 
to  assist  with  a  grant  of  $5,000.

Also  in  Durham,  the  Hayti  Development  Cor¬ 
poration  plans  to  restore  one  of  the  oldest  areas 
of  the  city.  The  Hayti  community  is  central  to 
Durham’s  black  heritage,  and  city  funds  have 
been  pledged  to  begin  restoration.  The  Founda¬ 
tion  cannot  make  grants  of  the  size  needed  for 
massive  revitalization  projects;  however,  a  plan¬ 
ning  grant  of  $5,000  will  help  get  the  program 
underway  and  may  assist  in  attracting  other 
grants. 


Grants  for  Religion 


In  accordance  with  Mrs.  Biddle’s  wishes,  the 
three  churches  she  proposed  for  assistance  all 
received  grants  in  1983.  Awards  to  Christ 
Church  United  Methodist  in  New  York,  Duke 
Memorial  United  Methodist  Church  in  Durham, 
and  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Irvington-on- 
Hudson  totaled  $12,980.

Giorgio  Ciompi 
1918  —  1983

WHEREAS,  it  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  note  the  untimely 
death  of  Giorgio  Ciompi,  whose  services  to  music  at  Duke  Univer¬ 
sity  were  of  inestimable  value;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Ciompi’s  career  was  notable  for  his  associa¬ 
tion  with  the  great  musicians  of  this  period.  A  list  of  the 
organizations  he  was  associated  with  is  a  long  and  distinguish¬ 
ed  one  and  displays  the  wide  range  of  his  talents.  His  reputa¬ 
tion  called  for  concerts  in  most  of  the  leading  U.  S.  cities,  as  well 
as  frequent  appearances  in  many  European  capitals;  and 
WHEREAS,  his  success  at  Duke  University  was  so  great  that 
the  Music  Department  is  appalled  at  the  thought  of  even 
attempting  to  replace  a  person  of  his  ability.  It  was  not  only  the 
depth  of  his  musicianship,  but  the  enthusiasm  and  understand¬ 
ing  that  he  imparted  to  all  who  worked  with  him,  as  well  as  to 
those  who  were  merely  listeners:  and 

WHEREAS,  he  also  found  great  delight  in  discovering  and  nur¬ 
turing  talent.  His  students  sensed  this  immediately,  as  was  evi¬ 
dent  in  his  great  success  as  a  teacher.  He  left  his  mark  in  the 
realm  of  music  at  Duke,  a  mark  that  will  be  legendary  for  years 
to  come; 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  trustees  do  express 
their  deep  appreciation  of  Giorgio  Ciompi’s  life  as  one  of  notable 
achievement,  and  direct  that  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  be 
presented  to  members  of  his  family.

1  •  Organization 

The  Man'  Duke  Biddle  Foundation  is  a  private  foundation  created 
principally  for  the  benefit  of  Duke  University.  In  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  Trust  Agreement  establishing  the  Foundation,  at  least 
one-half  of  the  Foundation's  grants  are  to  be  distributed  to  Duke 
University. 

2  -  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

Income  and  expenses  are  accounted  for  on  the  cash  basis.  However, 
the  accompanying  financial  statements  are  not  materially  different 
from  statements  which  would  result  from  use  of  the  full  accrual  basis 
of  accounting. 

Investments  purchased  are  carried  at  cost,  less  amortization  of 
premium  on  bonds.  Investments  donated  are  carried  at  approximate 
market  values  on  the  date  such  investments  are  received. 

Market  values  of  bonds  and  notes  are  based  on  quotations  fur¬ 
nished  by  an  independent  service.  Market  values  of  stocks  are  based 
on  year-end  published  quotations.  These  prices  are  used  as  a  matter 
of  convenience  only  and  do  not  necessarily  represent  the  realizable 
values  of  such  securities. 

Costs  of  office  furnishings  and  equipment  are  consistently  charged 
to  expense  because  the  Foundation  does  not  deem  such  amounts  to 
be  sufficiently  material  to  warrant  capitalization  and  depreciation. 

3  -  Federal  Excise  "Kix 

An  annual  federal  excise  tax  of  2%  is  imposed  on  net  investment 
income,  including  realized  capital  gains,  of  private  foundations.
